Lynch by express. 
While picking 
the fruit Senator White slipped one 
outlie lemons into his pocket. It was a 
peí feet beauty. 
Nothing finer was 
ever seen in the citrus line. 
When 
he cut it last evening to exhibit its 
perfect form he was shocked to find 
not a particle of juice in it. It was 
perfectly dry; perfect “ Dead 
fruit.” 
Mr. White is of the opinion 
that the fruit was perm itted to hang 
too long, and that sent to Mr. Lynch 
was equally worthless. < Consequently 
he is looking for music from the 
Southern Citrus Belt, and is loud in 
his expressions of sorrow for Jones— 
too loud to be sincere. 
The .San Francisco writer lives too 
far from Los Angeles to be an expert 
in citrus fruit.
